Lieut. Prescott, failed, for some reason, to join this 
expedition, and consequently no guide was at hand 
te aid in finding his remains.

A8 BEFORE TEE WAR. 

Few circumstances relating to a private individual, 
if Mr. Wendell Phillips can properly be so described, 
have excited more attention than the recent visit of 
that gentleman to Washington, the audience which he 
had at the Smithsonian from the public, and the 
audience he had at the White House from the Presi¬ 
dent. These particulars, indeed, are curious in them¬ 
selves, but doubly so in view of the change in public 
sentiment which they indicate. But the strangest thing 
of the whole was that it should have been possible for 
him to be there at all. He might well say, with the 
famous Doge of Venice, of whom Voltaire tells, that 
what surprised him most in the metropolis of the 
United States was, to find himself there. This is 
admitted on all hands, by all who enter upon the 
subject. There is no two opinions as to the fact that 
had he even appeared in Washington as a traveller, or 
on business, two years ago, he never would have left 
the city alive,, • And this is certainly no hard matter to 
believe, inasmuch as, but a little more than a year 
ago, he could not go to address a religious society in 
his own city of Boston, on Sunday morning, except¬ 
ing under the escort of brave men, well armed (some 
of them, alas, since fallen on battle-fields which they 
believed were to be those of Freedom 1), and his house 
was not considered safe at night without regularly 
relieved sentries of volunteers, who, all unknown to 
him, watched over his precious life. When assassi¬ 
nation was thus organized in Puritan Boston, and 
when it received at least the indirect countenance of 
its most prominent citizens at that time, it can hardly 
be thought extravagant to say that his life would not 
have been worth an hour’s purchase in Washington 
or Baltimore. 

And what had Mr. Phillips done that he should 
be thus outlawed in his native city and in the city of 
the government of his country 1 Was any moral, 
social, or political crime attributed to him? Of 
course not, or he could have been proceeded against 
according to law. His crime was that he had 
employed his matchless eloquence, strictly according 
to law, and in conformity with the terms of the Con¬ 
stitution, to convince the American public of their 
sins of commission and of omission towards the slave, 
and to implore that justice to him which was the 
only efieotual salvation for them. It was for preach¬ 
ing the very gospel of escape from the wrath to come, 
of peace, of good-will, of public and private happi¬ 
ness, that his name was coupled only with execration 
and his blood fiercely thirsted for. It is not, there¬ 
fore, strange that men’s imaginations should have been 
strongly affected by, the contrast between his late 
treatment at Washington and what it would have 
been fifteen months ago. And yet what a commen¬ 
tary is not this very emotion on the state of constitu¬ 
tional liberty at that time! A man, confessedly the 
peer of the proudest inteWiiMrta that ever iiloBtrated the 
American Capital, forbidd^ by laws superior to the 
Constitution to enter it, ompain of a barbarous death, 
which there was no power or wish on the part of the 
government to prevent or to punish! All this, of 
course, because there was a Power above the Consti¬ 
tution, which would suffer no denial of its divine 
right and no interference with its supremacy, whether 
lawful or unlawful, constitutional or unconstitutional. 
And of all this, Mr. Phillips was but the most illus¬ 
trious example. The same rule applied to all men in 
Congress .and out. The assassin sought out Sumner 
in the sanctity of the Senate Chamber, and murder 
stalked over half the land to avenge even the sus¬ 
picion of disloyalty to slavery. There was no safety 
anywhere in fifteen States, nor in the metropolis for 
any man, high or low, who made himself odious by 
applying the doctrines of the Declaration and of the 
Gospel to the institutions existing there. 

This was the state of things existing before the 
rebellion, and the rebels are told, by every authentic 
voice, militarjr or civil, that has been uttered since the 
resistance to the rebellion begun, that its only object 
is to put things back just as they were before it broke 
out! No word has yet been uttered indicating a pur¬ 
pose to Secure to men not slaveholders their constitu¬ 
tional rights of free speech and a free press everj-- 
where within the limits of the Republic. The inten¬ 
tion of maintaining the rights of the slave-owners to 
occupy, possess and enjoy their human property, with 
all its necessary incidents of whips, chains, torture, 
degradation and murder, and with its equally essen¬ 
tial accident of the suppressing the liberty of white 
men in the neighborhood of their slaves, has been the 
gist of almost every public utterance on the subject in 


the ears of Europe and America. We do not mean 

say that the subject took this definite shape in the 
mind of every civilian or General who has ventilated 
his opinions in this matter. But we do say that this 
is the aiJfcal meaning of the promise to restore mai¬ 
ls they were before the. war, because this is how 
things then were. In fact, slavery has so managed 
bewitch almost all eyes, that they can discern nothing 
else that has a right to constitutional protection, 
is almost impossible to make even statesmen perceive 
that Mr. Phillips has as much constitutional light 
express his anti-slavery doctrines in Charleston as Gov. 
Aiken has to hold his eight hundred slaves, and that 
Mr. Garrison has as much right to print The Libera¬ 
tor in New Orleans as his former friend Mr. Otis has 
to print The Picayune. And that it is just as much 
the duty, at least, of the government to protect 
le one class of constitutional rights as in 
other. 

We trust thiit it wU' n.-t be iu the power,should it] 
remain the wish, of our civil and military authori- 
to remit the nation to the condition in which it 
was before the war began, after it is over. 

think that it will ever he unsafe for any Ameri- 
citizen to enter the National Capital. It has 
taken a thousand million of dollars and six hundred 
thousand men to enable Mr. Phillips to go to Wash¬ 
ington. It has been a good expenditure of the means 
of the nation, and we trust that they will be orga¬ 
nized into a permanent monument of their recovered 
liberties for the benefit of all the inhabitants for all 
generations. We have said that we do not believe 
that the men at and near the helm of our affairs, 
however it may be with some of the Generals, wish 
that the old state of things should be restored in its 
entirety. We see signs of this in the emancipation 
message of the President, in the Anti-Slave-catching 
Act, in the impeding abolition in the District, in the 
attontions bgatowpd upon Mr. Phillips, the apostle of 
the widest freedom of speech. We trust that the 
Capital will henceforth be a safe place for all 
speak and print, and we are not without hope for the 
rest of the country. If this rebellion bu effectually 
subdued, it can only be kept down, as it will be put 
down, by the military arm of the nation, 
chief centres, Charleston, Savannah, Richmond, New 
Orleans and the like, must be held by military force, | 
as Baltimore now is, for a long time. And then the | 
right of all citizens to travel, to settle, to speak, 
print, may be secured to them, as it is the duty df the 
government te do. Should the power of the govern¬ 
ment. strengthened as it will be by a vanquished 
insurrection, maintain all the rights of all the citizens 
as they ought to have been, under the Constitution, 
before it broke out, the war will have been a cheap 
one, dear a.s it may be. And in such case, we have 
no fear of the long endurance of slavery, for it exists 
only by trampling out the life of every constitutional 
security, excepting that given to itself. But were 
possible for the status quo ante helium to be literally 
restored, the blood and treasure had better been 
spared, for the last end of this nation were then worse 
than the first. We wiU not believe, however, that 
the men to whom the nation has entrusted its life 
wish to bring this calamity upon it, and we are 
assured that God and events will be too mighty for 
them, if they do.

Mr. Sn.MNER (Rep- Mass.) said : With inexpressible 
delight 1 hail this measure and the prospect of 
speedy adoption. It is the first installment of that great 
debt which we all owe to an enslaved race and wiU be 
recognized in history as one of the triumphs of civiliza¬ 
tion At home it will be welc*i}ed with gratitude, 
while abroad it wUI quicken the hopes of all who love 
freedom. Liberal institutions will gain everywhere by 
the aboUtion of slavery at the National Capital. Nobody 
can read that slaves were once sold in the markete of 
Rome, beneath the eyes of the sovereign Pontifl, without 
confessing the scandal to religion, and nobody can now 
hear that slaves are sold in the markets of Washington, 
beneath the eyes of the President, without confessing 
the scandal to liberal institutions. For the sake of jus¬ 
tice let the scandal disappear. In early discussions of 
this’question, there were many topics introduced which 
now command little attention. It was part of the tactics 
of slavery to claim absolute immunity. Indeed, without 
such immunity, it had small chance of continued exist¬ 
ence. Such a wrong, so utterly outrageous in its pre¬ 
tensions, could find a foothold only where it was pro-1 
tected from injury. Therefore, it was insisted that] 
petitions against its existence at the National Capital 
were not to be received; that it was unconstitutional 
touch it even here, within the exclusive jurisdiction of! 
Congress : and that if it were touched, 4 should be only 
under the auspices of the neighboring Sfs&s of Virginia 
aft&Mpikyland. On these points elaborate arguments 
We made; hut it were useless to discuss them now.

WENDELL PHILLIPS AT TEE WEST. 


On the first page will be found extracts from Cincin¬ 
nati papers, containing a full account of the recent mob 
in that eity. It appears that the mobocrata were from 
the lowest and vilest stratum of the population, and 
that the Mayor, though warned of their designs, not 
only did nothing to protect the meeting, but actually 
ordered the police to keep away from the scene! The 
disturbance, however, instead of overawing the friends 
of good order, has served to develop a public opinion 
which will hereafter be the best protection for the 
freedom of speech. The press of the city, so far t 
have observed, is unanimous in unqualified denuncia¬ 
tion of the rioters, and of the Mayor whose neglect of 
duty was their opportunity for mischief. 

Mr. Phillips went from Cineiimati to Chicago, where 
he was engaged do deliver two lectures. The Times, 
the Democratic organ of Chicago (owned, we believe, 
by the wealthy Mr. McCormick, an Old School Presby¬ 
terian of the New York Observer type, and edited by a 
renegade Vermonter, named Storey), did all in 
power, by systematic lying and base appeals to 
vicious-portion of the population, to produce a riot, but 
aU in vain. The Chicago Tribune says: 

“For the week past the columns of the secession 
Times have been filled with appeals to mob violence to 
break up the lectures of Mr. Phillips at Bryan HaU, 
announced by the Young Men’s Association. Nothing 
was spared to bring about such an end. With a shame¬ 
lessness that in a good cause would he bravery, and a 
persistence worthy of a better end in view, they have 
openly urged and secretly plotted to reproduce in Chi- 
c^o the Cincinnati outrage.

Had Bryan Hall been two or three times 
as large, it would have been a duplicate or triplicate 
demonstration, and proof that the hearts of the people 
are right on this question—that in their view slavery 
is dead—and they prefer to listen to those who ‘ come 
to bniry, not to praise.’ ... We give enough of his 
speech to show what is the mission of Wendell Phillips, 
pleading and entreating his fellow-citizens to spare not 
the monster evil of slavery, and to evidence the spirit 
in which Chicago has received him. Here, at least, 
there are no mobs. Never was the matter better tested 
than last evening, and it now stands emphatically 
record that such is the case. Never were appeals 
base passions more shameless, and a premium on m 
violence more openly offered, and yet the vast audience 
came and went as quietly as to a Sabbath service, and 
the few minions of The Times slunk away rebuked. 
We have no elaborate comments to make upon Mr. 
Phillips’s lecture. It was eminently patriotic, as our 
report will convince all who do not put the salvation 
of slavery before the preservation of the Union. It 
takes the ground that there can be no peace without 
the extinction of slavery, whose root the war has laid 
bare.

On Wednesday evening last, accompanied by my wife 
id sister, I attended an anti-slavery meeting, held at 
the Court-House, at Bedford, in this County. The name 
of Bedford wUl he familiar to you and your readers as 
associated with the home of Gov. Jay, the honored 
Chief Justice ; also of the distinguished son, Hon Wit 
Jat, and of the present representative and occupant of 
the family homestead, John Jay, Esq. Bedford village, 
which is a few mUes distant from the Jay homestead, 
though it gave, I believe, a majority vote for Abraham 
Lincoln, is far enough from the kingdom of heaven. 
On reaching the Court-House, we found our meeting, 
which had been well advertised, to consist of about a 
dozen young men of the “ baser sort,” all lustily engaged 
smoking cigars.

Powell succeeded in gaining their quiet attention for 
time, and then distributed among them copies of gra¬ 
tuitous anti-slavery tracts. Measurably defeated i 
their design of breaking up the meeting, the “patriots 
gave vent to their feelings, on leaving, by a succession- 
of hearty groans for the “Abolitionists,” hideous bel- 
lowings, and curses upon the niggers, etc., etc. Thus 
the meeting ended. Dr. Woolsey very kindly c 
tained us, and exerted himself faithfully for a gdod 


which it^/ generously extended for these captives, 
whichjjjpnot now he invoked for the captives in 
our own streets. Mr. Sumner concluded by saying; Mr. 
President, if in this important discussion, which seems 
to open the door of the future, I have confined myself | 
to two simple inquiries, it is because practically they 
exhaust the whole subject. If slavery be uncorifetitu- 
tional in the National Capital, and if it be right 
som slaves, then you cannot hesitate to adopt the pre¬ 
sent bill.

After a protracted 
discussion, Washington was selected as the National 
Capital. For a long time there was hesitation between 
the banks of the Delaware, the Susquehanna, and the 
Potomac. The latter prevailed by a “compromise," 
carried by two votes. Maryland, by formal act, ceded 
the territory which now constitutes the District of] 
Columbia, and Congress, in 1801, proceeded to declare 
that the laws of Maryland “ as they now exist si 
continue in force. The statutes sanctioning slavery 
colonial and ante-diluvian passed as early as 1796. 
These statutes do Thot attaint the blood with slavery 
except for two generations ; yet it is by virtue of these 
provisions that slaves are still held at the National Cap¬ 
ital. Even if they extend beyond two generations they 
flagrantly inconsistent with the Constitution. Con- j 
gress can exercise no powers except in conformity with 
the Constitution. Its exclusive jurisdiction is controlled 
and limited by the Constitution, out of which it 
derived. Now, looking at the Constitution, we shall 
find, first, that there are no words authorizing Congress 
establish or recognize slavery, and secondly, that 
there are positive words which prohibit Congress from 
the exercise of any such powe#. The argument there¬ 
fore is twofold, first, from the absence of authority, 
and secondly, from positive prohibition. A barbarism 
like slavery can have no support except in positive, 
unambiguous words. There is no power in the Consti¬ 
tution to make a king or to make a slave, and the 
absence of all such power is hardly more clear in one 
case than in the other. But if there be no such power, 
then all acts of Congress sustaining slavery at the 
National Capital must be unconstitutional and void.

But if there were doubt on this point, the prohibitions 
of the Constitution would settle the question, among 
which is this: “ No person shall be deprived of life, 
liberty, or property without due process of law.”

But shall Con¬ 
gress vote money ? I do not hesitate, and there are two 
prevailing reasons—first, if not a partnership, there is 
at least a complicity on the part of Congress in slavery 
here, through which the whole country has become 
responsible ; and, secondly, it is the gentlest, quietest, 
and surest way, and therefore the most practical. As 
there is no reason of policy adverse to such appropria¬ 
tion, so there is no objection in the Constitution. Con¬ 
gress may create freemen here, although it may not 
create slaves. But I prefer to consider the money 
which we vote, not as compensation but as ransom. 
From time immemorial every Government has under¬ 
taken to ransom its subjects from Aptivity. Unhappily 
in our history we have had occasion to do this with 
the sanction and cooperation of the best names in 
our history. Even in our colonial days American 
white people were enslaved by the Barbary States. 
■Algiers was the chief seat of this enormity, which 
found the same apologies set up for slavery here. It 
was even said that the slaves in Algiers were well fed, 
much better than the free Christians there, and that 
some became indifferent to freedom. In unfolding this 
eventful story, I shall exhibit the direct and constant 
intervention of Congress for the ransom of slaves ; but

will at last be accomplished. Slavery will be banished 
from the National Capital. This metropolis, which 
bears a venerated name will be purified ; its evil spirit 
will be oast out; its shame will be removed ; its society 
will be refined; its courts will be improved ; its revolt¬ 
ing ordinances will be swept away, and its loyalty will 
be secured. If you are not moved by justice 
slave, then act for your own good and in self-defense. 
If jiou hesitate to pass this bill for the blacks, then pass 
it for the whites. Nothing is clearer than that the 
degradation of slavery affects the master as much as 
the slave, while recent events testify that where slavery 
exists, there treason lurks, if it does not flaunt. From 
the beginning of this rebellion, slavery has been eon-1 
stantly revealed in the conduct of the masters, and 
hereia the National Capital, it has been the treacher¬ 
ous power which has eqconraged and strengthened the 
enemy. This power must he suppressed, and if the 
suppression here endangers slavery, elsewhere there 
will Tie a new motive for the good work. For the 
sake of ourselves, in self-defense, and in the 
the Constitution and of justice, let it be done. 


Refdqebs from Slaveby.— The Philadelphia Ledger of 
the 29th ultimo says: 

“ The early train from Baltimore, yesterday, brought 
j.this city 91 contrabands from Eastern Virginia. The 
partjr was composed of both sexes and various ages, 
from-early childhood to decrepid man and womanhood. 
They were taken in the cars to the foot of Washington 
avenue, and they were there furnished with breakfast 
by the Volunteer Refreshment Committee. The an' 
val of this large number of contrabands soon drew 
crowd to the refreshment saloon, among whom was „ 
number of colored persons. They conversed freely 
with the contrahauda. and ascertaining their wishes 
and intentions, arrangements were soon made to pro¬ 
vide temporary homes for them. One of the females, 
from her extreme age, attracted a good deal of notice. 
She Was represented to be over 100 years old, and to 
haveajjeen the mother of 21 children. The health of j 
neai^ all of them appeared to he good. What these 
poor Creatures are to do in a place like Philadelphia, 
already overcrowded with unemployed white labor, 
and -yhere much suffering exists for want of employ- 
■ ■■ ■ impossible to conjecture. A large number 


additional is expected to-day.’ 

The Philadelphia correspondent of The Herald say: 

“ Some intensely ludicrous scenes were enacted, and 
were by turns filled with fear and meryi- 
menk-f^bout a hundred Philadelphia blacks had heard* 
of tftc arrival of their brethren, and a committee of 
these were allowed to enter the saloon and consult with 
the fugitives. The interview is said to have been 
exceedingly humorous, and ended in the acceptation by 
the distinguished strangers of sundry invitations ' 
lodge with our negro citizens. 

“The wealthy negro families here have generously 
sheltered the Ethiopes, and it is probable that a number 
will, .remain in the city. The Abolitionists are using 
every endeavor to secure the employment of blacks in 
the arsenals and navy yards. Memorials of this descrip¬ 
being circulated in this city, and certain Con- 
pledged to agitate the matter in Congress. 

The negroes who have arrived are dressed in the 
coarsest garb of hemp. Most of these contrabands have 
been engaged with Banks’s division, repairing railroads 
on the Upper Potomac. They have brought their 
grandmothers and children away, and we saw among 
the arrivals one woman upwards of a hundred years 
old, who stated that she had more than twenty children. 
Thr'-e of these negroes were the property of ex-Sena- 
tor Mason, and two of Hon. C. J. Faulkner. Three hun¬ 
dred fugitives expect to get here next week. Several 
of the men have money, and one negro had Treasury 
‘ the amount of a hundred dollars.”

In the same place, a few days previous, Mr. Jay, 
public meeting prior to the town election, was grossly 
insulted, and boisterously interrupted durl% a speech, 
being obnoxious chiefly on account of his abolitionism. 

Are|prkable contest, involving the issAof aboli- 
tionisn^aas arisen at Katonah, Mr. Jay’s’^mediate 
neighborhood. At the instance of Mr. Jay, several 
months ago, the old Buchanan, rum-selling pdstmaster 
was removed, an anti-slavery Republican appointed ii 
his stead, and the offlee changed from a ru^shop to i 
pleasant, conyenient jeweller’s store. The imservative 
Republicans find Democrats afterwards formed a coali¬ 
tion, and by great exertions, securing the cooperation 
of leading politicians, of like sympathies, including, I 
believe. Senator Harris, succeeded in having the new 
appointment, made at the instance of Mr. Jay and other 
highly respectable citizens, revoked and the offlee 
changed back again to the rum-shop, and the old 
Buchanan incumbent reinstated. The chief ground of 
opposition to the new appointment was based upon the 
obnozious aboliUonism, of John Jay, Esq.; including 
malicious assaults also upon the memory of Judge Jay, 
because at his death he left a bequest for the benefit of 
fugitive slaves, thus’encouraging (say these “ patriots ”) 
a disobedience of the laws of his country 11 To such? 
representations as the above does Mr. Blair listen, giv¬ 
ing -^persistently his offlciSl preference to the Buchaoan 
rum-seller! It is proper tp state that Mr. Blair i* 
Indebted in a considerable dfegree £»r his place in the 
Cabinet to Mr. Jay. Remonstrances have been sent, 
large public meetings held, but as yet to no purpose. 
A large and spirited meeting was held on Saturday 
last, with addresses by Mr. Jay and others, and a 
mittee appointed to lay the subject bdfoW'CongreSS, 
calling for an amendment of the post-offlee laws, so 
that no post-offlee may be taken where liquor is sold. 
Such an amendment would prove a great public bless¬ 
ing. I send with this brief extracts from Mr. Jay’ 
speech on Saturday last, which, if your apace will 
allow, I know you will he glad to give to the readers of 
The Standard. 

Last spring, as Mr. Jay assured me (during a very 
pleasant visit at the “ Jay Homestead ”), he entertained 
the opinion that it were better for Abolitioniats 
forego their distinctive labors, giving their united sup¬ 
port to the war for the Union, but he now esteems their 
continued activity important. For myself, I 
last spring, nor have I at any time, been convinced that 
it was right, or in any sense a gain, for Abolitionists 
abate in any degree their distinctive, critical, aggres¬ 
sive labors. A triumph of the Union cause, without 
emancipation, will be a moat lamentable and guilty 
defeat. Better far a separation and recognition of the 
Southern Confederacy. A union with slaveholders, 
with special recognition of them as slaveholders, has 
always proved demoralizing and destructive to the best 
interests of the North and of the whole country. It is 
not leas the case at the present time in the gratuitous 
and unhallowed submission of the Federal government 
to the dictation z>f Border State slaveholders and their 
apologists. 

We have just concluded a series of three anti-slavery 
meetings in this place. There were savage threaten- 
ings of a mob in advance of our coming here, but Mr. 
Fowler (a Western convert of Mrs. Abby Kelley Fos- 
earnest man, and several others of 
character, resolved that we should be heard, and that 
peaceably. On Friday evening we had a good audi- 
a quiet hearing, but much to the discomfiture 
of the mobocrats. On Saturday evening we had a still 
larger audience. The elements were more discordant 
than on the previous evening, but Elizabeth M. PoweU 
was very attentively Ustened to for half an hour, after 
which I was heard for an hour, for the most part 
quietly. A Mr. Matthews, the owner of the hall in 
which we were speaking, was highly incensed, and left 
a greai rage, with imprecations against Abolition¬ 
ism. He was much disturbed that his hall was being 
used for anti-slavery meetings, but it was leased 
another, and therefore he could not control it. After 
leaving the meeting, I am told, he tried to organize a 
company to go back into the hall, take the “ _ 

Lbnlitionist" out, and tea« down the buildh*^ hr 
would pay expenses 1 But the town constable, with 
the help of the citizens, kept the unruly elements 
subjection. This Mr. Matthews claims to have voted 
for Lincoln, and to be a Republican I 
On leaving the hall we were greeted with all sorts of 
bootings, calls for “ rotten eggs,” etc., etc. 

Yesterday morning the Presbyterian church 
applied for for our third meeting, but refused. 

I attended the Friends’ meeting in the morning, spoke 
1 the subject of slavery, and at the close of the ser- 
ices made a public request for the use of their house 
r OM anti-slavery meeting. A consultation was held, 
and individually no member seemed to objeet, but col¬ 
lectively it was decided that, lest it should lead to dis¬ 
sension, the house better not be used for the anti- 
slavery meeting. One man. not a member (his wife is 
a Friend), acknowledged to be of secession proclivities, 
threatened that he should not again attend Friends’ 
meeting if they opened their house for our use! a 
kindred influence prevailed to close the Presbyterian 
church also. Thus while, as the telegraph informs us 
to-day, the Secretary of War yesterday closed the 
churches of two rebel clergymen at Washington, seces- 
influence prevailed to close the two churches 
against our anti-slavery meeting at Mt. Kisco. 

We accordingly held our third meeting in the hall, 
which -was well filled, in the afternoon. We were most 
attentively listened to, having no disturbance, and very 
hearty expressions of interest, closing our labors here 
with most gratifying and triumphant success. 

I have extended somewhat the notes of our expe¬ 
riences in this region to give you more fully the clfiidi- 
tion of the public pulse, as we find it. Stimulated by 
the late successes of the Federal arms, the politicians 
are astir to repair whatever breach has been made in

Wabrinoton, England, Nov. 30th, 1861. 

Mt Dear Sm: At this momentous crisis, when your 
government has the power, and may possibly haye the 
will, to* plunge our two nations -oato w«r, I make so 
apologies for taking np a few moments of your time. 
I have enjoyed the hospitalities of your house; hut as 
you wUl not be likely to remember me, I refer you to 
Prof. Henry, or to Hon. Charles Sumner, to show that 
I am not impertinent in addressing jt)u. I have trip 
veUed and lived among your nation. North and Seutt, 
rich and poor. I also am weU acquainted with the 
heart of the English people, and especiaUy of the manu¬ 
facturing operatives. 

You complain that English sympathy has been with 
the South rather than the North. Please to remember 
that the English heart sympathizes with aR people who 
defend their native soU from invasion ; and does not 
care for a mere political instrument caUed the “ Con¬ 
stitution of the United States.” They recognize the 
same right in the South to secede from the North, B 
they choose (which we all consider them foohsh in 
doing), as in the original United States to secede 1:/“ 
England. But thebe is NO sympathy with the ohjeefisf 
the Southern Confederacy, as sdch, except in the very 
secondary matter of Free Trade, in which, of courfie, 
we consider the North in the wrong. A government 
BASED on slavery is utterly repugnant to tlie Eoglieh 
heart. I am now wearing myself out with lecturing 
on what I saw in the South, in order to deepen the 
abhorrence of slavery, and urge on my audiences not 
to allow themselves to feel sympa hy with the South. 

But, then, how can we, as an anti-slavery peopl®' 
show any sympathy with your government ? In potW 
times, you always told us that you could not interfere 
with slavery in the Sovereign States of the South; 
though we saw how, step by step, you became the ser¬ 
vants of the Slave Power. But in war times, every 0“® 
aUows your right to free blacks as well as kilt whik>' 
Yet now you not only show no willingness, hut actusUf 
remove the only General who took one Utile step fee 
emancipation; and instruct your officers to allow hip 
tive slaves to he reclaimed. You assert that this vf»r 
is not to abolish slavery, but to maintain the Unie"- 
You therefore show to all Europe that you care ffiW® 
for the maintenance of your political power than 
simple justice to 4,000,000 of the most oppressed peoP*® 
on the face of the earth. 

Take one step for emancipation, and aU England *• 
encourage you. Withhold it, and neither 
expect our sympathy. I appeal to yon, sir, i'l 
of the oppressed Americans of color, because yoa ® 
used those noble words of the •• irrepressible conflia^^^'

LESSONS FROM SLAVEHOLDERS.

To the Editor of The New York Tribune. 

Sir : It is .an eternal truth, apparently little believed, 
that nations as well as individuals must, sooner or 
later, suffer the penalties attendant upon neglected 
duties, or complicity with crime. The Free States of 
this country are a striking exemplification of this .' 
For years past, they have been sowing seed, of which 
the present generation are reaping the bitter fruit. 
They willfully turned a deaf ear to all warnings and 
remonstrances concerning the ever-growing power of 
slavery. Politicians, merchants and demagogues, f 
conspired to make the people believe everything the j 
slaveholders said, and disbelieve every statement' 
made by Abolitionists and fugitive slaves. In this 
way, the most absurd ideas became stereotyped in 
the popular mind ; such, for instance, as the asser- j 
tion that if human beings received permission to work I 
for wages, they would turn, like wild beasts, and 
rend the people who bestowed the boon. Even South¬ 
erners themselves, if they testified against slavery, 
found but a cold audience at the North, while the 
Yanceys and the Masons were welcomed to Faneuil 
Hall and Bunker Hill to speak in its defence. 

About twenty-five years ago the daughters of Judge 
Grimk6, born and reared in South Carolina, came to 
the North to reside, because their pure and gentle 
natures could not endure the abominations and the 
cruelties of slavery. I well remember my first 
versation with them on that subject. The tears i 
in their eyes, when they spoke of the coldness and 
indifference of the North on a subject of such vital 
importance. “ If Northerners could only be brought 
to feel their responsibility ! ” said Angelina Grimke ; 

“ if they could only realize how much depends on the 
right exertion of their moral influence, I should have 
hopes for the future of our country. But, alas! when 
Southerners visit the North, they hear nothing hut 
apologies for their system, and nothing but blame 
bestowed on those who venture to speak the truth 
concerning it. So, instead of having their consciences 
awakened, and their reason enlightened, they go 
home confirmed in their evil modes of thought and 
action.” , • j /-I 

I'his Biisject weighad sa heavily on the minds of 
these conscientious sisters, that they felt impelled to 
testify publicly concerning it. _ But natural timidity 
and the refinements of education made them shrink 
from the tusk. The struggle between distaste for the 
work and strong convictions of duty was very severe. 
From what I saw and heard at the time, I believe 
they exerted a degree of moral courage equal to that 
of many a martyr at the stake. But they felt that 
their evidence ought to carry more than common 
weight, coming as it did from those who had had life¬ 
long opportunities to know whereof they affirmed; 
and, in view of the false appearances assiduously 
kept up by the South, they deemed it wrong to with¬ 
hold their testimony. 

I was present in the State House, March, 1838, 
when Angelina Grimke addressed the members of the 
Massachusetts Legislature on the subject of slavery. 
She was a thin, delicate-looking woman, and the 
arduousness of the effort before her made her 
extremely pale. She might well be intimidated by 
the presence of such a throng. The hall, fhe lobbies, 
the alleys, the staircases, were all crowded to the 
utmost. Friends.and enemies of slavery were alike 
curious to hear what a woman would say to the 
assembled Legislature, and that woman from South 
Carolina! Her voice was tremulous at first, but 
became steady as she proceeded. Her tones, without 
being disagreeably loud, were so penetrative, that she 
was heard distinctly in every corner of the Hall. 
There was a mobility of expression, both in her coun¬ 
tenance and her voice, which changed from indigna¬ 
tion to pathos, ever melting and kindling with the 
variations of fer theme. I remember hfer distinctly 
at this moment, as she looked when she said: “ I 
stand before you as a Southerner, exiled from the 
land of my birth by the sound of the lash, and the 
piteous cries of the slave. I stand before you as a 
repentant slaveholder. I stand before you as a moral 
being, endowed with precious and inalienable rights, 
which are correlative with solemn duties and high 
responsibilities t and as a moral being 1 feel that I 
owe it to the suffering slave, and to the deluded mas¬ 
ter, to my country and to the world, to do all in my 
power to overturn a system of complicated crimes, 
built upon the broken hearts and prostrate bodies of 
my countrymen in chains, and cemented by the blood 
and tears of my sisters in bonds.” 

“ The subject of slavery is fraught with the deepest 
interest to this republic, whether we consider it in its 
political, moral, or religious aspects. It is often 
tauntingly asked. What have women to do with poli¬ 
tics ? Are we then aliens because we are women ? 
Have we no partnership in our country’s guilt and 
shame ? Have we no interest in its welfare ? As 
daughters, wives and isothers, may we not incur fear¬ 
ful liabUities in our entry’s peril ? ” 

While I am recording these words, uttered with 
such solemn earnestness twenty-four years ago, the 
dead body of a soldier is carried past my window to 
the desolated home of his poor widow ; and as I gaze 
on the sad procession. Miss Grimke’s question sounds 
prophetic# She spoke about two hours. The facts 
she brought forward were striking, and her argu¬ 
ments were clear and well arranged. The whole 
speech was characterized by good sense, and there 
were passages of genuine eloquence. Knowing as 11 
did the struggle this conscientious effort had cost her, 

I looked upon her moral heroism with admiration 
amounting to reverence ; and sueh I believe was the 
feeling of hundreds who were present on tbisbighly 
interesting occasion. I saw the faces of middle-aged 
men flush when she spoke of the complicity of Massa¬ 
chusetts m this national sin ; and when she described 
the shrieks of mothers sold far away from their help¬ 
less childreu, many ey^ were moistened with tears. 
As men returned to their homes, some said the speaker , 
bad reminded them of Honensia addressing the 
Roman benate; but to my mind there was far more 
sublimity in the spectacle I had just witnessed: for 
Hortensia merely pleaded the rights of her equals, the 
wealthy ladies of Rome, who had been unjustly 
taxed ; while Angelina Grimke pleaded for those far 
beneath her in social position, a class degraded and 


And how was this noble effort of a religious hieh 
soulcd Southern lady received by the Boston press ? 
In answer, I quote from the Boston Gazette, March 
9,1838: 

The Beprescnt-.'.nves’ Hall was crowded yesterday after¬ 
noon with people of ' olli sexes, • black spirits and white,' 
to hear a lady ften South Cai-olma, who rtgoiceth in the 
name of Gihnl;6. doclai.a upon the subject of Abolition. 
For a female, she exhibited considerable talent as an ora¬ 
tor Sbe appeared not at all abashed in exhibiting herself 
in a nosltlou so uusuited to her sex; totaUy disregarding 
tliH doctriue of St. Paul, who says, ‘ Is it not a shame for a 
woman to speak in public? ’ She belabored the slavehold¬ 
ers and beat the air like all possessed, for about two hours 
auii a half, w hen she gave out.” 

It is now about five years since Mattie Griffith, a 
Boble daughter of Kentucky, left her native State 


because her generous young soul was filled with such 
deep abhorrence of slavery. She wrote a book, pain¬ 
ful in its power, called “ The Autobiography of a 
Female Slave"; and she herself assured me that 
every incident it contains had occurred within her 
own knowledge. She was an orphan, and all the 
property she had consisted in slaves ; hut she took 
the heroic resolution to emancipate them all. She 
pet in the large circle of her relatives and 
friends, but not one of them sympathized with her 
generous project. They regarded her as insane in her 
views on that subject. It required the strongest con¬ 
victions of duty asd the loftiest moral courage to pass 
through such a social martyrdom as she encountered. 
Her womanly nature quailed before it, bnt conscience 
was victorious. She felt that no position was so 
mean as to live on the wages of others; and, in the 
face of Ml opposition, she emancipated her slaves. 
When she wrote to me announcing the resolution to 
rely upon her own exertions hereafter, she added : “ I 
shall work with a light heart, and better still, I shall 
work with an easy conscience. " 

She left Kentucky, where her opinions concerning 
slavery had rendered her unpopular; bnt subse¬ 
quently returned, on a visit, to superintend the pro¬ 
cess .of emancipation. The most valuable article of | 
her human property was an intelligent slave named 
Henderson. Some wealthy gentlemen tried to tempt 
her from her purpose by ofiering a very high price 
for this man; mit she shook her head, saying, “ I 
could not enjoy spending the money.” Henderson’s 
wife belonged to another family, and her master's 
Will had enjoined that none of his slaves should be 
sold till his youngest child, then six years old, was 
of age. But her husband was bright and industrious, 
and, stimulated by the hope of buying her some day, 
he made the utmost of facilities for earning money, 
which his kind mistress had tried to afford him. 

In a letter to me, Miss Griffith described the eman¬ 
cipation of her slaves. It was not intended for pub¬ 
lication, but it is well calculated to serve the cause of] 
Freedom, and as it contains no remarks that can > 
personally offensive to any one, I ^nk I am • 
guilty of any impropriety in sending it to yon w ‘ 
out her knowledge; I therefore subjoin the follov .

be necessary for them to leave the State, as -soon as they 
were free. They listened with emotion, and earnestly 
inquired whether there was no way of evading the law, so 
that they could remain on their native soil among old home 
influences. I warned them of the inevitable danger of^ay- 
ing, or of returning, under any pretext whatsover. When 
they were made to understand this, they became resigned 
to the hard conditions, and said, with an eloquent sigh, ‘ All 
places are alike to the negro.’ 

“ It was delightful to watch their countenances, as they 
slowly received the idea of personal freedom. It seemed as 
if they underwent some heavenly transfiguration. Their 
faces, even their bodies, appeared to glow. ‘ What 1 ’ they 
exclaimed, ‘ are we going to be erem To belong to our¬ 
selves? Oh, it seems like a dream.’ They laughed and 
they wept, they sang and they danced, alternately. Indeed, 

I almost feared Henderson was crazy, he was so bewildered 
with It was a blissful moment for me when I placed 
the deeds of manumission in their hands. I never expect 
to experience snch a thrill of happiness again. Poor crea 
tnres! They embraced my knees, they kissed my hands 
they would have covered my very feet with caresses, if 
would have permitted it. They called me by every exalted 
name in the English language. But when these first ebnl- 
litionsof feeling were over, they began to think more of 
me than of themselves. They returned with downcast 
looks, and said, ‘ But, Miss Mattie, you can’t afford to, do 
this. Ton will have to work. You ain’t used to work, and 
we don’t want you to work. Take us back. Miss Mattie. 
We are all willing to keep on working for you.’ Now, wasn’t 
this very touching? Poor, faithful, loving creatures! 1 
can never be forgetful of my duty to their race. When I 
declined their generous offer, they urged me at least never 
to want for anything, but to send to them, and they would 
alvyays divide their earnings with me, or give 
whole.” 

•‘The separation of Henderson and his wife was extremely 
affecting. It was to her as if the light of life had gone out, 
for she has llttie hope of obtaining her freedom, though he 
thinks he shall manage to buy her before long. Yon see 
he is not such an ultra Abolitionist as to refuse to buy a 
slave. Sbe is a beautiful and intelligent Quadroon, witf 
nice little hands fitted for dainty work. With all a woman’ 
tender spirit of self-sacrifice, she rejoiced in her husband’- 
good fortune, and tried to forget the cloud under which her 
own life tested. She endeavored to conceal her emotions 
fVom him, and told him she would try to hear her bereave¬ 
ment as well as she possibly could. I tell you, my dear 
friend, that few people know how to appreciate *''■ ’ 
of the African character.”

stock and other articles. They wished to dispose of 
of these before they left the State, so I made provision in 
the deeds of emancipation for their remaining until the 1st 
of March, when they must leave, or be liable to be sold 
into slavery again.” 

•’ Henderson accompanied me to Cincinnati, where he 
obtained a situation on a New Orleans boat. He preferred 
that employment, because it would give him an opportunity 
to see his wife occasionally, or at least to hear from her, as 
the boat touched at Louisville. They are most fondly 
attached to each other. It was amusing to see how soon hr 
adopted Free State modes of expression. After four honri 
sojourn in Ohio, he began to speak of’ colored gentlemen, 
and ‘ colored ladies.’ I was glad to hear it. It argued l 
proper respect for his race. The others thought of getting 
situationsju orlpear.Cincinnati.. They are all sober, Indus- 
tdous, eecinbiHl^ people; so, with a little friendly adviqie, 
I left them to their own judgment in the choice of occupa¬ 
tions. I did not wish to act as if I were their mistress 
I had given them their freedom.” 

The noble young Kentuckian who wrote the above 
letter, always disclaims any credit for her righteous 
proceedings. She says quietly, “ "Why do you praise 
me for generosity ? It appears to me a very simple 
act of justice. What right had I to iAeir earnings 
any more than I have to yours?” It seems very 
strange to her that Northern minds are generally so 
slow to. recognize this principle. That a man should 
be robbed of his w'ages on account of a black skin, 
seems to her as wrong and absurd as it would be if ] 
he suffered_ the same injustice on account of black 
eyes or hair. In common with several other eman¬ 
cipated slaveholders, with whom I have talked, she 
marvels at Northern apathy concerning an institution 
whose baneful effects extend to everybody and 
everything connected with it. 

You will be interested to know that, notwithstand¬ 
ing Henderson’s eager desire to purchase his wife, he 
repeatedly urged Miss Griffith to take the money he 
had laid by; and, when she refused, he begged her 
to accept a,t least of half of it; saying, “ I earned it 
when my time belonged to you, and you have given 
me what is worth more than money.” The answer 
was, “ No, no, I thank yon, Henderson ; but I have 
already taken your wages too long.” Then he 
brought a young brother, who saifi, “ Miss Mattie, 
’-t me work for you till I am of age; for surely lhat 

no more than right.” 

It is now four years since this emancipation took 
place. A few months ago I heard that all these 
redeemed ones were behaving well and getting a com¬ 
fortable living. Henderson has succeeded in buying 
his beloved wife, and both are doing well. The old¬ 
est woman, generally called “ Mammy,” sometimes 
pines for a sight of old friends and relatives in Ken¬ 
tucky, but even she thinks freedom is worth that 
painful sacrifice. In view of these facts, I would 
ask any candid person what reason there is to appre¬ 
hend danger in emancipating the slaves. It is surely 
time for us to stop repeating stereotyped falsities, 
invented for the convenience of slaveholders. 

It is worthy of remark that Miss Griffith’s moral 
sense received no aid from Abolitionists. She mani¬ 
fested sympathy with the slaves from her very child¬ 
hood ; and as she grew older, she uttered many an 
earnest protest against the system. She never read 
an anti-slavery_teact or newspaper, and never talked 
with an Abolitionist. She wrote to me, “ I was 
always taught to regard the Abolitionists of the 
North as wolvfis in sheep’s clothing; as violent, bad 
mp, who decoyed slaves away from their homes 
with false promises; but since I have come to the 
Free States^ know and honor the Abolitionists.” !■ 
wrote her- itf^jeply that it would be much nearer 
the truth to describe them as sheep in wolves’ 
clothing. 

When Mr. Sumner was nearly assassinated in the 
Senate, the news excited her greatly. She sent for 
the speech which caused_ the outrage, and she told 
me that was the first anti-slavery document she ever 
read. _ The purpose which had long been latent in 
her mind ripened at once. .She sent for Henderson, 
and said, “ 1 am going to give you your freedom.’’ 
In answer to his exclamations of- surprise and grati¬ 
tude, she replied, “ Don’t thank me, Henderson. It

The name of this negro is James Lawson, born near 
Hempstead, Virginia, and belonged to a Mr. Taylor. 
He made his escape last December. On hearing his 
praises spoken by the Captains of the gunboats on 
the Potomac, I was rather indisposed to admit the 
possession of all the qualities they give him credit 
for, and thought possibly his exploits had been 
exaggerated. His heroic courage, truthfulness, and 
exalted Christian character seemed too romanfro for 
their realization ; however, my doubts on that score 
were dispelled, and I am a witness of his last crown-
